Rome—(NC)—Pope Pius XII 
has decided that the proclamation 
of the Assumption dogma will 
occur in front of St. Peter’s on the 
nforning of Novembér 1 with a sol- 
emn pontifical Mass following 
immediately afterwards, it was an- 
/nounced by Osservatore Romano, 
The Pontiff’s decision reversed 
scheduled arrangement 
whereby the ceremony of procla- 
mation was to take place on the 
evening of October 31 and the 
solemn pontifical Mass offered the 
following morning. Osservatore’s 
announcement came as offices of 
various Vatican congregations are 
feverishly at work arrangifig de- 
tails for the momentous ceremony. 


As far as possible it is the wish 
that fitting ceremonies and de- 
votions occur at the same éorre- 
sponding hour throughout the 
world, (9 a. m. Rome time is 8 a, 
m. U. S. Eastern Standard Time.) 
The Bishops are urged to use the 
means of pastoral letters, sermons 
and special devotions to prepare 
the faithfil and dispose them to 
accept the invitation to join the 
ceremonies honoring the Assump- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary on 
November 1,

ther Eisenhardt now knew the time 
had come. He saw the dark clouds 
rolling away, and the sun had come 
back into his pastoral life. He 
could now build the school. 


How Father Eisenhardt sold his 
parishioners on the idea is a story 
by itself, but anyway, it wasn’t 
very long before he conferred with 
Chester L. Stemp, a local architec- 
tural engineer, who was able to put 
on blueprint paper, the pastor’s 
dream of a modern Catholic school. 
The next step was to find a conscien- 
tious contractor who would venture 
to handle the project, and he came 
forth. He is Albert Kazemarek, a 
member of St. Patrick’s parish. He 
and his good pastor were to work 
together as contractors, until the 
school was completed. The rest of 
the story came as the result of the 
efforts of many parishioners, who 
contributed money, labor and ma- 
terials towards the new building. 
Construction ‘began June 21, 1949, 
and the building was under roof by 
cold weather, when Father Eisen- 
hardt’s major worries were at an 
end, and completion of the school 
could go ahead at a more leisurely

A public address system is con- 
nected with each room, and can 
also be heard on the playgrounds. 
Rubber tiling covers all floor area 
whether in hallways, classrooms or 
auditorium. The school, as a whole, 


torium is totally fireproof. The esti- 
mated value of the school is over 
$400.000. 

The School Sisters of Notre 
Dame are teaching in the new 
school, with Sister Clement Marie 
as the superior, They have been in 
the parish since 1898. Six of the 
eight classrooms are being used at 
present for an all-time high enroll- 
ment of 260 pupils. If Chesterton 
and vicinity continue to grow, the 
remaining rooms will seon be filled, 
which will then be another worry 
for the pastor.

AVE you ever reflected on the 

beauty, the Biblical back- 

ing, and the hundreds of years of 
tradition behind the Rosary? 

Our non-Catholic friends do 
not understand it at all. They 
are told that Catholics “count the 
beads,” and are guilty of “vain 
repetitions” in reciting the Ro- 
gary. 

Then many of them have 
heard Catholics say the rosary or 
answer other prayers in church 
and have not been edified at all, 
hecause responses are so rapid 
and seemingly witheut feeling. 
There is much merit to this 
criticism. | 

But the Rosary itself has a 
soul as well as a body. The body 
is constituted of beads grouped 
in bands of ten called decades, 
each ten separated from the 
other by a larger bead. The full 
rosary consists of fifteen de- 
eades. The beads which you 
carry in your pocket and recite, 
whether in church or at home, 
constitute only one-third of the 
entire Rosary. 


The prayers said on these 
beads are official prayers of the 
Church; they are prayers which 
have come down from Heaven. 


The Lord’s Prayer, or the 
“Our Father” was composed by 
Christ Himself when He was 
asked by the Apostles that He 
teach them how to pray.

Tae one fact that Communism is the most bitter enemy of the 

Catholic Church should be proof sufficient that the latter 
should be supported in its fight against the former. Lenin had 
marked Spain as the first country in western Europe for a war on 
the Catholic Church and for the procurement of a foothold in that 
part of Europe. Following his death Stalin kept that in mind, 
and he was responsible for the civil war in Spain in which the 
so-called “Popular Front” constituted of communists, socialists, 
anarchists, syndicalists, and annihilists waged war against Franco. 
They acted like wild beasts, not only setting fire to most churclies 
and religious institutions, but massacring thousands of priests 
and religious. Because the American people regarded that war 
as one between Democrats and Monarchists, different organizations 
over here, in addition to a big portion of our press and news com- 
mentators, threw their weight on the side of the misnamed 
“Loyalists,” who were actually the “rebels.” 


The votes in the previous election had been manipulated a 
great deal like the communists have been manipulating’ them in 
other countries to make it appear that the Popular Front had actu- 
ally won the election. 

The communists never suffered defeat except with our help, 
in Spain and in World War II, yet Russia has poisoned the entire 
It can be safely said that the Catholic Church 
alone has, from the rise of Communism in Russia in 1918, opposed 
its ideology, which Is the very opposite of that of the Democracies, 
and is basically atheistic.

In 1948, the government of Roumania dissolved, by special de- 
cree, the Greek Catholic Church, and turned over its properties to 
the Roumanian Orthodox Church. The Greek Catholic Church in 
the Carpathian Ukraine has been completely liquidated by the 
Communists. Also by a government decree the Russian Orthodox 
faith was recognized as the only Christian religion. Of course, it 
is no longer Christian if it has become a tool of Atheism. 

According to the Osservatere Romano Latin and Greek Cath- 
olics in Slovakia are undergoing a martyrdom similar to that ex- 
perienced by the other churches mentioned above. Pressure is 
being brought on the secular authorities to force Latin Rite Cath- 
olics to join the new “National” church, to be ruled by the Com- 
munists, The Catholics of the Greek Rite are being forced to join 
the Orthodox Church. Lay Catholics are being organized by the 
Communists in these countries to break away from Rome and 
join the Orthodox. 

From reports coming from Vienna, the Communist Govern- 
ment of Hungary is also planning to organize a national organiza- 
tion of priests, which will support the government policy. In the 
meantime the Moscow radio stations are attacking the Papacy in 
several languages. They call it the tool of “American’ Imperial- 
ism,” The Catholic Church is charged with receiving generous 
grants from Wall Street to support its campaign against the 
“forces of Democracy.” 

The Society of Jesus in Hungary has been practically annihi- 
lated in what was described as ‘‘the Calvary of Hungarian monks 
and nuns.” . 

In Poland, members of religious orders have been arrested in 
large numbers on “trumped-up” charges. According to the Vati- 
can more than 13,000 Catholic priests and members of religious 
orders have been killed or imprisoned by the Soviet Union and

A CONTENTION frequently made by Protest-

Course For Laity 
In South Bend 


N.D. Faculty Members 
To Open Series With 
October 20th Class 


South Bend — A unique three- 
year course in Theology for the 
Laity will begin in the local 
Knights of Columbus hall at 8 p. 
m. Friday, October 20. 

The decision to inaugurate the 
course was réached by a lay coord- 
inating committee after it tabul- 
ated: results of weekly theology 
classes held on a trial basis last 
spring. Most of the 100-odd per- 
sons who enrolled in the trial class- 
es have indicated they would again 
register, as have others who did 
not take the trial course. 

The classes are open to all who 
are interested, regardless of edu- 
cational or religious background. 

The two Dominican priests who 
taught the classes last spring will 
teach most of the classes again in 
the planned eight-week fall and 
seven-week spring series. They are 
the Rev. Philip L. Hanley, O.P., 
and the Rev. Francis D. Nealy, 
O.P., both members of the faculty 
of the University of Notre Dame. 

Two fall classes on the angels, 
however, will be taught by the Rev. 
Leo A. Arnoult, O.P.,:of the St. 
Mary’s college graduate school of 
Sacred Theology. There is a possi- 
bility that a fourth instructor will 
be engaged to conduct some of the 
spring classes. 

The fall series will include class- 
es in “The Fact and Significance 
of the Existence of God,’ “The 
Nature of God and His. Know- 
ledge,” “The Will of God and Div- 
ine Providence,” “The Trinity and 
Creation,” “The Angels and Their | 
Knowledge,” “Good and Bad An- 
gels—the Creation of Man,” “The 
Soul of Man—the Will of Man” 
and “The Mind of Man—Man in the 
Garden of Eden.” 

Topics of discussion in the spring 
series are “The Government of the 
World,” “Creatures’ Part in the 
Government of the World,” “Hap- 
piness and the Means to It,” “Tools 
of Happiness—Morality,” “Happi- 
ness and Passion,” “Passions in the 
Face of the Desirable” and “Pas- 
sions in the Face of the Difficult.”

Notre .Dame — A _ three-sided 
chapel, which can be built cheaply 
by an amateur construction crew, 


architect at the University of 
Notre Dame. 


Faced with the need for a chapel 
at Marymount Boys’ Camp, near 
Nashville, Tenn., a youth counselor 
presented the specifications to Rob- 
ert J. Lynch, of Winchester, Mass., 
24-year-old junior in the Depart- 
ment of Architecture at Notre 
Dame, last spring. Concentrating 
on cheap materials and simplified 
construction, Lynch designed the 


triangular structure, which will 
seat 200 boys. 
With the seminarian-counselor 


supplying the labor, and using a 
small supply of lumber already on 


hand, he estimates that the chapel 
can be built for less than $1,000. 


It will take about two and a half 
months to erect. 


The chapel’s surprising economy 
comes from the use of “rammed 
earth” for the three walls. This 
material — which consists of or- 
dinary earth compressed in small 
wooden frames and surfaced with 
stucco—is durable enough to last 
through a century of ordinary ex- 
posure to the elements. 


The floor will be “soil cement”— 
cement mixed with earth, wetted 
and rolled. The roof, which will 
slope from a height of 10 feet at 
the walls to 18 feet in the center, 
is to be supported by 10 tree trunks 
set -in concrete. A door at each 
corner of the triangle will elimin- 
ate sharp angles in the walls, 
which usually complicate construc- 
tion. 


Instead of glass windows the 
summer camp chapel will use open

Notre Dame — The faculty of 
St. Mary’s college, Notre Dame, 
heard the first of two lectures by 
Dr. Waldémar Gurian on October

(3) Let us revise our view of tol- 
erance. For some time there has 
been a sentimental view of tol- 
erance found in Protestant 
circles. We have become so 
broadminded that we have be- 
come flat — yes, and weary, 
stale and unprofitable with it. 
We have also held to a negative 
view of tolerance which says in 
effect: “You should never crit- 
icize another man’s religion,” 
which most likely implies that, 
we have none of our own. 


| Paganization 


Another clergyman, Rev. Paul 
Calvm Payne, of Philadelphia, 
Chairman of the _ International 
Council of Religious Education, ad- 
dressing the thirty-third quadren- 
nial conference of the Council, ask- 
ed that the “paganization of the 
United States’ children be halted.” 
Nothing could paganize them more 
than hostility between the State 
and the Church unless it might be 
the absolute exclusion of religion 
from the classroom. 

This reverend gentleman told his 
organization that “the number of 
young people in America who re- 
ceived no religious instruction has 
increased from seventeen to twen- 
ty-seven million in twenty years.” 
There need not be union of 
Church and State, but there should 
be cooperation, ‘and not hostility. 
It may be impossible to teach 
definite religious instruction in 
classrooms where children of many 
faiths are present, but not to give 
these children, at the request of 
their parents, an opportunity to 
learn something about religion 
either in the public school after 
school hours or through released 
time, only helps their paganization.

‘Our Sunday Visitor Goes To Press

ARLY in 1912, he had his printer 

reproduce two pages of The 
Menace. These he mailed to prac- 
tically every Catholic pastor in the 
United States as a specimen of 
what their people were up against 
in their day-to-day contacts with 
Protestants and other non-Catho- 
lies, With this sample he sent a 
letter asking the pastor if he would 
patronize a Catholic paper of equal 
size to be sold to the clergy in 
bundles for distribution at the 
church door. This Catholic weekly 
would instruct his parishioners and 
supply a refutation of the false 
accusations being circulated by 
professional anti-Catholics. 

All the promotion work was done 
by Father Noll in person. Of 
course,' he was assisted by his 
printing-plant clerks in the stu- 
pendous chore that involved copying 
thousands of names from The 
Catholic Directory, and then stuff- 
ing, stamping, and sealing the en- 
velopes. 

‘But it was a dramatic appeal. 
While it is not true to say that the 
Catholic priest lives in an ivory 
tower far from any commerce with 
heretics or schismatics, neverthe- 
less, he is shielded from contact 
with the more gross forms of anti- 
Catholicism. Many a pastor receiv- 
ing Father Noll’s packet, was ex- 
periencing his first meeting with 
The Menace. s 


The response was instantaneous. | 
Volume One, Number One of the' 
new paper was dated May 5, 1912,) 
with a press run of 35,000. Orders | 


poured in so rapidly that by the | 


end of the first year the circulation | 
had climbed to 200,000. By the end| 
of the second year it had doubled | 


itself to 400,000. Since then its in- 
crease has not been so spectacular, 
although circulation of the paper 
now stands at 785,000. It would 


very probably have reached 2,000,- 
000 or more if in the meantime 
the Catholic Press Association had 
not been organized. This group was 
able to raise the standards of the 
Catholic Press, making individual 
papers far more readable. Many 
new papers were founded, and The 
Denver Register was put on a na- 
tional basis under Monsignor Matt 
Smith, who began supplying the 
small dioceses with their own 
paper under Register sponsorship. 

r Sunday Visitor was chosen 
as the name of the newspaper, a 
friendly title and neutral as far as 
indicating any bias one way or an- 
other. As an alternate name, sum- 
marizing its editorial policy, Fa- 
ther Noll always printed “The 
Harmonizer” in. small capitals, 
with a little “gadget” showing a 
handclasp. 

In 1913, the Jesuit weekly Am- 
erica made the editorial notation 
that: 

“A circulation of 160,000 copies 
per week has been attained by Our 
Sunday Visitor, a paper issued by 
the Catholic Publishing Company, 
of Huntington, Indiana. It is less 
than a year since Father Noll, of 
Huntington, conceived the notion of 
bringing out a weekly four-page 
paper, of general appeal, to coun- 
teract the widely-circulated Men- 
ace, and other papers of that ilk. 
Father Noll had already been con- 
ducting for some time The Catho- 
lic Monthly, with special editions 
for some two hundred parishes, and 
the issue of this Monthly was some 
sixty thousand per month.

We never hear very much about 
St. Luke as a person, nor what he 
was like. But when you stop to 
think about him, the first thing you 
think is: 

“He must have been a man who 
‘was full of humility.” 
| We love him for that, and we 
know that he had humility, he must 
have been very holy too. In writ- 
ing, we generally put down the 
things that interest us most. Often 
this means that we write about 
ourselves! If we are writing about 
things that happened to some one 
else, it is very likely that, without 
knowing it, we shall weave our- 
selves into. the picture. 


But St. Luke did not do this. If 
we had to depend on the things he 
‘told us about himself, we would 
‘know practically nothing about 
him as a person. But we can fill in 
a little of his background from 
other writings of that time, and by 
reading between the lines of his 
own. 


For one thing, St. Paul spoke of 
him as our beloved physician, so 
we know he was a doctor. But even 
if St. Paul hadn’t told us, we 
could work out from his Gospel 
that he must have had a great 
deal of medical knowledge. He 
tells us many more medical de- 
tails of Our Lord’s miracles than 
are found in any of the other Gos- 
pels. And the detailed way he tells 
them makes you know that he was 
especially interested in, and had 
great understanding of the ill-. 
nesses Our Lord cured. 

It is only in St. Luke’s Gospel 
that we find Our -Lady’s lovely 
poem, “The Magnificat.” You 
remember how it starts: 


“My soul doth magnify the Lord, 


| 


. and my spirit hath rejoiced in| 


how the voyage started and how 
later when they were going from 
Alexandria to Rome they were 
caught in a storm and were ship- 
wrecked—being an apostle was 
certainly an exciting life! 

When you read about St. Luke 
visiting St. Paul in -Caesarea, 
don’t let that throw you, for you 
will quickly find out that Caesarea 
is now called Palestine. It is rather 
fun fitting these places together— 
the old and new names—and find- 
ing them on the map. This will 
make you want to know more about 
the Gospels, and as you do, you will 
come to love them more.

The Little World of Don Camillo 
by Giovanni Guareschi, Pellegrini 
and Cudahy, New York, 1950, pp. 
205, $2.75. 


ince Guareschi’s novel turned 
from the Italian into smooth 
and idiomatic English by Una Vin- 
cenzo Troubridge, current choice 
of the book of the Month Club, 
deals with professedly Catholic 
matters, it can hardly be ignored 
in’ these pages. To get a little 
ahead of the story, it might other- 
wise be just as well ignored. 


It is the episodic story of the 
feud between Don Camillo, hot- 
headed, big-fisted, simple but 
shrewd, pastor of a little parish in 
the Valley of the Po and his Com- 
munist adversary the local mayor, 
Peppone, a perfect Foil, hot-head- 
ed, big-fisted, simple but shrewd. 
Of course the scales are tipped in 
favor of Don Camillo and there is 
never any doubt about the outcome 
of the fight. It is not only that 
Don Camillo has Christ in his cor- 
ner as a kind of second or omnis- 
cient prize-fighter manager, but 
Peppone himself is simply an opera 
bouffe kind of Communist, or devil 
out of “Punch and Judy.” 


One might push the analogy 
further, if there is no Judy, Don 
Camillo is a kind of Punch, a slap- 
stick character who hurls books at 
those who pester him, poaches, pol- 
itely blackmails, threatens with a 
tommy-gun, swings a bench at his 
enemies in the local tavern, at- 
tempts to bribe a referee in a soc- 
cer game, and beats up an _ im- 
ported bully in a village boxing 
match. All this is presented “hu- 
morously,” of course. 


_ Also “humorous” is the Christ 
in the village church, who hangs 
from the main altar. Much of the 
book consists of verbal give and 
take between Him and the pastor 
who rehashes his affairs at its foot. 
This “Christ” for whom the author 
apologizes in a forword is “not 
Christ but my Christ — that is, 
the voice of my conscience.” 

But at the least it is an incon- 
gruous figure for all that and 
might better be represented simply 
as “author’s conscience.” It is not 
easy for us to think of Christ as 
yielding to Don Camillo’s plea: 
“Lord, my hands were made for 
blessing but not my feet’ with the 
reply, “There’s something in that. 
But I warn you, just one.” And

Members of a particular sect 
may hold that Jesus meant to say: 
“This signifies My body.” but what 
sort of proof could they adduce for 
such a far-fetched interpretation? 
How could they be positive that 
one of the other two hundred in- 
terpretations given to the four 
little words (by those who reject 
the literal meaning) is not cor- 


rect? 

“But do the Evangelists leave 
any room to question the real 
meaning of Christ’s words?” 

Not the slightest. On the con- 


¢| trary, they strongly emphasize the 


literal meaning of the words “This 
is My body; this is My blood.” For 
example, St. Luke quotes Christ as 
saying, “This is My body which is 
delivered for you”; “This is My 
blood which shall be shed for you.” 
That is, the very body that would 
be sacrificed and the very bloéd 
that would be shed for them on the 
cross. St. Paul quotes Christ the 
same as Luke. Then in the tenth 
chapter, sixteenth verse, of his 
First Epistle to the Corinthians, 
St. Paul supposes the hearers to 
understand the Eucharist to be pre- 
cisely what we Catholics believe. 
He asks them this question: “The 
chalice of benediction which we 


-| bless, is it not the communion of 


the blood of Christ? And the 
bread, which we break, is it not 
the partaking of the body of the 
Lord?” 

Again, if Christ’s real living body 
and blood were not present in the 
Eucharist, the following language 
of St. Paul’s same epistle would 
not be intelligible (verses 27, 28. 
29 of Chapter XI): “Therefore, 
whosoever shall eat this bread or 
drink the chalice of the Lord un- 
worthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. But 
let a man prove himself, and so 
let him eat of that bread and drink 
of the chalice, for he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself, 
not discerning the body of the 
Lord.” How could one eat bread 
and drink wine unworthily, and es- 
pecially how could one be actually 
guilty of the body and blood of the 
Lord by eating bread and drinking 
wine, no matter how sacred? How 
could the crime be so serious as to 
merit. damnation? 

The reason the unworthy com- 
municant “eats damnation” is, as 
St. Paul declares, because he does 
“not discern the body of the Lord.” 
How could he, if it were not there? 
If Christ did not give His real body 
and blood, His followers would 
have far less in the Lord’s Supper 
than did the Jews before His com- 
ing. They had the paschal lamb. 
a living victim, whose flesh was 
eaten and whose real blood was 
shed, yet we are not told that the 
Jews were threatened with damna- 
tion for eating the paschal jamb 
unworthily.

Catholics do today is evident from| 


the words of St. Paul quoted above 
(1 Cor. X, 16 and XI, 27-29). And 
conclusive arguments can be ad- 
duced to show that the successors 
of the Apostles to whom their au- 
thority and powers were transmit- 
ted, believed precisely as Catholics 
do today. 


The Greek Church and all the 
Christian sects of Asia, which are 
older than Protestantism by 1,000 
years, believe as we do. Hence such 
must have been a prevailing belief 
of Christians during the first cen- 
turies. Then, writings which have 
come down to us from close succes- 
sors of the Apostles clearly state 
the belief of the early Church, and 
show it to be identical with ours of 
today. 


History is replete with instances 
where the great doctors of the 
Church in the early centuries com- 
bated new teachings of heretics, 
but when did the belief in Christ’s 
Real Presence -become an innova- 
tion, and who was the heretic that 
first preached it? No one attempt- 
ed to deny the Real Presence dur- 
ing the first thousand years of 
Christianity, and when in the 
eleventh century Berengarius de- 
nied it, he was quick to withdraw 
his denial when the whole Chris- 
tian world condemned him, and at 
least fifteen Councils anathema- 
tized him. 


The so-called Reformers 6f the 
sixteenth century were the first to 
question the meaning of Christ’s 
plain words: Who, then, were the 
innovators, they or Catholics? 
Luther in several works (e. g. Epis. 
at Argent; Def. verb. Dom; In 
Parv. Cat.) defends the Real Pres- 
ence against the Zwinglians, who 
taught the figurative presence. And 
the: authorized catechism of the 
Church of England declares that 
“the body and blood of Christ are 
verily and indeed taken.” Hence it 
is modern Protestantism which has 
changed. Of course without a 
priesthood the Eucharist could not 
be perputated. Protestants must 
reject the Real Presence only be- 
cause their clergy could not pro- 
duce it. 

To summarize: 

There is only one object of price- 
less value in this world; it is the 
human soul, created according to 
God’s own image. For it God en- 
tertains an infinite and personal 
love. Therefore He is pleased to 
be united to it by a personal union. 
After uniting Himself to human 
nature in the Incarnation, Our Em- 
manuel, Jesus Christ, promised to 
unite Himself to each individual 
follower, to be to him the “bread 
of life.” The Jews, whom He ad- 
dressed, understood Him to prom- 
ise His real flesh and blood; Christ’s 
disciples understood the same; the 
Apostles understood the same.

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Continuing the Mass, one finds in 
the Epistle the admonition, “. . . be 
ye not drunk with wine, wherein is 
luxury; but be ye filled with the 


Holy Spirit, speaking to yourselves 
in psalms and hymns, and spiritual 
canticles, singing and making 
melody in your hearts to the Lord.”

To be “filled” with the Holy 
Spirit: means more than average 
sanctity. A soul actually “filled” 
with the Holy Spirit is one who 
has scaled the heights of holiness. 
When the Angel Gabriel came to 
Mary, she was already “full of 
grace.” 


St. Paul did not address his let- 
ter to some chosen few, such as 
priests or religious. No! He ad- 
dressed his strong words to the 
people at large, to the Christians 
at Ephesus; to all of them,—men, 
women and children,—human be- 
ings made of flesh and blood, sub- 
ject to the same evil propensities 
as are twentieth-century men and 
women. 


After he had preached the Gos- 
pel of Christ to the people of Eph- 
esus, Paul had to travel on, to 
spread the kingdom of God in 
other cities and towns. Yet, he did 
not forget those he left behind. 
Hence, his inspired words of en- 
couragement to keep them striving 
after the greatest sanctity. 


He tells them to “speak to your- 
selves in psalms and hymns, and 
spiritual canticles, singing and 
making melody in your hearts.” 
The heart that is attuned to grace 
can always rejoice, for God is dwel- 
ling in that soul.
